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KING LEAR OPENS “FONIGHT 


“l Didn't Realize How Much Work. . .” 


“This may be one of the most 
difficult shows we’ve ever done,” 
director Hal Ulrici was saying 
about “King Lear.” 

The tragedy by William 
Shakespeare will open tonight 
for four performances on two 
successive weekends. Curtain 
time is 8:30, 

“But it might be the best show 
we're ever done because of the 
scenes and language. And the 
stark drama.” 

Even the leading actor found 
the problems very real and de- 
manding. Hunter — Charlton, 
portraying the eiderly King 
Lear, admitted, “I didn’t realize 
how much work was involved 
when I agreed to take the part.” 
Hunter, the drama critic of the 
Salinas Californian and veteran 
of the Little Theatre stage (he 
played Iago in Ulrici’s produc- 
tion of “Othello” a few years 
ago) continued, “This play 
brings so many -changes of 
mood, so many emotional cli- 
maxes it’s extremely de- 
manding.” 

Veteran director Ulrici points 
out the strong elements of irony 
and violence in this rarely per- 


formed late drama. “The one 
daughter who really loves her 
father, but is honest with him, 
is the one that he banishes.” 

Violence? There’s the evil 
actions of the other two daugh- 
ters toward Lear. And _ their 
cruel punishment of Gloucester 
—shocking on stage. 

Other leading players include 
Karla Heinz, Bettina Hainds and 
Mary Snell as Regan, Goneril 
and Cordelia, respectively, and 


Susan Bennett as the King’s 
companion, the Fool.

RODEO CLUB 
EXPLAINS 


Hartnell’s first annual Inter- 
collegiate Rodeo is to be held 
April 6 and 7 at the California 
Rodeo: grounds. 


It has been brought to the at- 
tention of Rodeo Club that Hart- 
nell students do not know the 
facts about our rodeo. 


The rodeo is an intercollegiate 
sport and most of the cowboys 
belong to a team, although it is 
not a requirement and many do 
compete as individuals. 


It is not necessary to belong 
to the Rodeo Club to be on the 
team to enter the rodeo. Cow- 
boys must hold an N.I.R.A. card 
to rodeo at other colleges but 
for a home rodeo a student can 
obtain a permit. This permit 
costs $5.00 and the holder is al- 
lowed to participate in his home 
rodeo. The only requirement 
for obtaining a permit’ is that 
the student is carrying at least 
12% units and is in good stand- 
ing with the college. 


The rodeo will contain seven 
men’s events: calf roping, ribbon 
roping, team roping, steer wrest- 
ling, bull riding, bareback rid- 
ing, and saddle bronc riding.
